be: emerald is the rarest of the more 
precious stones and is rarely free from 
flaws except in small sizes. It is found in 
Russia, India, South America, Central 

\merica, and to some extent in North Car- 
olina, though these latter have never been 
of any great value, owing to the small size; 
in fact, they are usually cut with the matrix 
in cabochon style, that is, rounded surface. 
But the value of fine emera'ds exceeds that 
of the diamond, and their value continues 
to climb, owing to the demand for them 
and their scarcity. Color in the gem is of 
more value than brilliancy, though, of 
course, clearness is necessary, and to get 
the best results in the combination of color 
and clearness requires quite some skiil of 
the cutter. 

Many emeralds of ancient or Indian cut 
have been ruined through the lapidaries’ 
lack of skill in handling the rough speci- 
mens, and it is the custom, even to-day, 
among the Indian lapidaries, to drill holes 
through the gem, intending it for use as a 
bead or pendant; these holes are often 
drilled through the best part of the gem, 
rendering it of little value. 

It is generally known, however, that 
some of the finest emeralds in the world 
have been found in that hotbed of revelu- 
tion—Colombia. It is a fact, though, and 
the geological condition of some parts of 
that country indicate that more await the 
miners’ pick; but the always unsettled con- 
dition, politically, of Colombia retards the 
intelligent mining of its riches.

“One extraordinary crystal, firm- 
ly imbedded in the matrix from which tt 
could not be removed without ruining the 
green portion, was so large that it was cut 
in Paris in the form cf a vase in 1848. It 
was presented to Queen Isabela by the 
Covies on the day of her wedding to Fran- 
cisco de Asis. However, Spain had by this 
time lost all real hold upon the destiny of 
Colombia, and the mine finally reverted t 
the “ins” and “outs.”

How a Bell Receives its Tone. 


66 HAT a beautiful tone that bell has!” 

is often heard. There are few, 
however, who know how a bell receives its 
joyful or solemn tones. Ali bells after 
they are cast and finished must go through 
a process of tuning, the same as any other 
musical instrument, before they respond 
with a clear, true tone. Every bell sounds 
five notes, which must blend together in 
order to produce perfect harmony. The 
tuning of a bell is done by means of shav- 
ing thin bits from various parts of the 
metal. It is as easy for an expert bell 
tuner to put a bell in tune as it is for a 
piano tuner to adjust his instrument to per- 
fect chords. 

At first thought it would seem that a bell 
would be ruined should the tuner shave 
off too much at the last tuning, or the fifth 
sound, but such is not the case. He would, 
however, be obliged to begin over, starting 
again with the first tone, and shaving the 
bell till it gave forth its harmonious sound 
at the fifth tone—Scientific American.

Fortunately, traces of Maiden Lane and 
ts vicinity have been preserved in the 
vritings of Grant Thorburn, a gentleman 
vnose short, active figure was well known 
in that neighborhood half a century ago. 

Grant Thorburn was a Scotchman who 
rrived in America in 1794. In his own 
vords, “we dropped anchor opposite the 
iid ‘Fly-market,’ foot of Maiden Lane, 
june 19, 1794; the small ferry boats were 
passing filled to the gunwhale with baskets 
i cherries. I thought I had dropped into 
a New World indeed, for when we sailed 
from Scotland the mountains were cov- 
ered with snow.” 

The newcomer was by trade a_nail- 
maker, in which vocation he had at one 
time to depend upon the dead to keep 
himself alive. Speaking of the yellow 
fever period, he remarks: “All the hard- 
ware shops shut up, and then I[ had as 
much as I could do making nails for 
coffin-makers. A carpenter residing on 
Warren St. employed the whole time while 
the fever prevailed in making coffins from 
white pine boards. He had a light hand- 
wagon with four wheels, on which he 
placed his coffins, and sent forth his two 
little boys to sell on the streets at four 
dollars each; stopping at the intersection 
of the streets, they would sing out, ‘Cof- 
coffins of all sizes!” 

From this humble and not too well paid 
tradé, after many ups and downs, he began 
a seed business in Liberty St., near Lib- 
erty Place, where finally he developed an 
extensive garden and the largest establish- 
ment of the kind in New York. Being a 
keen observer and of a literary turn of 
mind, he occupied a part of his time in 
furnishing articles to the papers of the 
day, and subsequently gathered them into 
his book, “Fifty Years’ Reminiscences of 
New York,” published in 1845. In this 
little volume will be found many interest- 
ng accounts and descriptions relating to 
ld New York, and from it has been se- 
lected the following sketch, which sup- 
lies a glimpse of Maiden Lane, the ways

The Nineteenth Century City 1800-1860 

During the early years of the 19th 
century a number of occurrences took 
place that produced a marked effect 
upon the future development of New York. 
One of the most interesting of these events 
was the construction in 1807 of Fulton’s 
steamboat, “Claremont.” 

In connection with this event it is inter- 
esting to recall the fact that at the time of 
Fulton’s achievement a youth, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, then 13 years of age, was 
deeply absorbed in boating. At the age of 
16 he managed to borrow $100 and to buy 
a boat. At the age of 24 he was the owner 
of several of the best sailboats on the river 
and had accumulated $9,000 in cash. Sud- 
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denly he gave up his profitable business in 
sailboats and accepted a position as cap- 
tain of a steamboat at $1,000 a year, or 
one-third of the amount he had been earn- 
ing before. Presently he became the owner 
of steamboats and in turn, having made up 
his mind that railroads were superior to 
steamboats, he forsook the latter and be- 
came an owner of railroads. In this man- 
ner he progressed and laid the foundation 
of his fortune. 

During the same period New York en- 
abled another young man to begin accumu- 
lating an enormous aggregation of wealth. 
A year after the Revolutionary War came 
to an end, John Jacob Astor, aged 21, ar- 
rived in New York and began his career 
in a fur establishment, where he received 
$2 a week and board for beating furs. Just 
as Vanderbilt progressed in the field of 
transportation, so young Astor, in the 
course of time, mastered the fur business. 
Within three years after his arrival in New 
York, he swung out his own sign, and 
within 16 years he acquired $250,000, a 
great fortune in those days. 

The city was rapidly developing. In fact, 
in 1807 a commission was apopinted to lay 
out new streets. It is to this commission 
that New York owes its present gridiron 
plan of numbered streets and avenues. The 
committeemen apologized, it is true, for 
having done so much “laying out,” and ac- 
knowledged that probably not for centuries 
would most of the streets be occupied. 
Within less than a single century the city 
far outran the limits of their ambitious 
plans.

Gems at the Brussels Exposition. 





HE feature of the Belgian Section at 
the Brussels World’s Fair was the 
collective exhibit of the Belgian dealers in 
precious stones, that occupied a consider- 
able portion of the Belgian Section; a rich 
collection of pearls, diamonds, rubies, 
emeralds and sapphires, such as one seldom 
sees in so small a space, was shown. All 
kinds of pearls, single or made up into 
necklaces, were represented, black, yellow 
and pink; also all sorts of diamonds, rough 
and cut, fancy stones of black, blue, yellow 
and brown coloring. Among the-exhibitors 
were the two greatest diamond corporations 
in the world, the de Beers Co. and the 
Premier Co. The latter had sent a brown 
fancy stone, of such size and fire that sev- 
eral hundred thousand francs were offered 
for the one stone. 

In the vaults beneath, reached by a spe- 
cial passage, there was a representation of 
a South African diamond mine and a dia- 
mond cutting plant in operation, so that 
visitors were afforded an opportunity of 
following the entire process, from the dis- 
covery of the unattractive stone until it 
leaves the workshop, a costly jewel.

Career of the Late Eugene De Nike. 
Eugene De Nike, a 
who died suddenly 


The funcral of 
well-known salesman, 
in Chicago, Nov. 4, as announced in the 
last issue of the JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY, was held, Tuesday of last week, 
from the home of his parents, 1877 Madi- 
son Ave., New York, and the interment was 
at Kensico Cemetery. 

Mr. De Nike was seized with a sudden 
attack of cerebral hemorrhage while in 
the lobby of the Grand Pacific Hotel, Chi- 
cago. He was taken at once to a room 
and the hotel physician called, but he died 
within a short time. Relatives in New 
York were notified, and A. T. Davenport, 
Mr. De Nike’s brother-in-law, went to Chi- 
cago and returned to New York with the 
body. 

Mr. De Nike was born in New York 
City March 12, 1867. He was the son of 
John R. De Nike. He spent his early life 
in New York, where he received his edu- 
cation. About 1885 he secured a position 
with the New York Central Railroad at 
Grand Central Depot, where he worked in 
the record and mileage department. Later 
he entered the employ of the jewelry house 
of Abel Bros. & Co. as a traveling sales- 
man, and remained with that firm for six 
years, traveling in the south and west.

Sneak Thieves Escape After Robbing 
Boston Jewelry Store of a Tray 
of Rings. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 12.—E. L. Paulman, 
retail jeweler at the corner of Washington 
and Rutland Sts., South End district, Jost 
a tray containing rings valued at $200, two 
men making their escape from the store 
with it in their possession last Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The two men pretented to be customers. 
Watching their opportunity when the at- 
tention of the proprietor was diverted tem 
porarily, one of the pair grabbed the tray 
of rings and ran, his companion following 
close behind him. Before Mr. Paulman 
could follow them to the street they had 
vanished from sight. He gave a descrip- 
tion of the thieves to the police. 
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Owner of the Supposed Diamond Picked 
Up at Massena, N. Y., Tells How 
It Came to Be Found. 


For some time past, the papers of north- 
ern New York and Canada have been pub- 
lishing long and elaborate accounts of the 
discovery of a diamond in the Grass River 
at Massena, N. Y., the alleged diamond 
being said to be in the possession of Mrs. 
L. J. Barbour. So many and so persistent 
were the reports about this find that THE 
Jewevers’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY _ investigated 
and learned that Mrs. Barbour was no 
longer at Massena but at Farmington, N. 
H., and that the stone believed to be a 
diamond had been found about 20 years 
ago. 

A letter to Mrs. Barbour asking for the 
facts in regard to the finding of the stone 
and the reasons why it was supposed to be 
a diamond brought forth the following re- 


sponse: 
Farmincton, N. H., Nov. 7, 1910. 
Editor of Tue JeweLers’ CrRCULAR-WEEKLY: 
Received your letter and will say what you 
have heard about the diamond in my possession 
It was found in Massena, N. Y., which is 


is so. 
on the St. Lawrence River. It was found in the 
Grass River, which is four miles from the St. 


Lawrence. 

About 20 years ago my husband bought a place 
in Massena which we had built over. In order 
to have it as we wanted it we had to have some 
building stone, which my husband secured from 
the late Abel Haskell, by taking them out of the 
bed of the Grass River. It was in the Summer 
time and the water was very low. I was at the 
river with my husband when he gave two men the 
contract to take the stone out. A day or two 
after he let the contract they blasted some rock. 
My husband was present when the blast went off 
and he noticed these crystals on a piece of rock. 
He broke the crystal off and he thought it strange 
to see it there. He brought it home and remarked 
by way of a joke he had a “diamond.” He gave 
it to me saying, “I never could say he never gave 
me anything.’”’ He got some glass and succeeded 
in cutting it with the diamond. He said it was 
just what he wanted to cut glass with, as he used 
lots of glass in his business. He used it for that 
purpose until he died. 

After he died I put it away with other keep- 
sakes. A short time ago I had a friend visiting me 
and I happened to be showing the keepsakes, and 
among them I showed this diamond, which at that 
time I did not know was a diamond. -They ad- 
vised me to show it to someone who knew about 
diamonds because they thought that was what it 
was. About three weeks ago I showed it to a 
jeweler who has run a jewelry store for about 40 
years. He said it was worth about $500, and he 
wanted to send it away and have it cut for me. 
I thought at the time I would wait and see an- 
other jeweler before I sent it. I called on the 
other jeweler that same day. He agreed with the 
first jeweler, and said there could be three or 
four good sized diamonds cut from the piece, but 
advised me not to send it away unless I knew 
I was sending it to, as I might not get back 
what I sent. 

I don’t care about having it cut anyway, as it 
was a gift from my husband, and I am not badly 
in need of its value. I have no interest in Mas- 
sena now but I wish I had. I think I have made 
things as clear as possible so will close.

The council held its first meeting at the 
rooms of the association in the Wilcox 
building, 42 Weybosset St., this city, and 
was called to order by President George 
H. Holmes, of the association. Everett L. 
Spencer was re-elected chairman and Har- 
old E,. Durfee, assistant secretary of the 
association, was elected clerk. This is 
another of the changes effected by the re- 
vision of the by-laws, the secretary of the 
council previously being a member thereof. 

There was a large attendance at the 
meeting, and several matters were intro- 
duced for consideration. Among these was 
the matter of the express strike in New 
York and the incoveniences and delays 
which the manufacturing jewelers of this 
city and the Attleboros were experiencing. 
As this was considered of the utmost im- 
portance all other matters were laid upon 
the table, and after the members had told 
of their experiences during the strike and 
the methods pursued to ship their goods a 
committee consisting of Harry Cutler, 
George H. Holmes, Everett Spencer, Ed- 
ward B. Hough and Harold E. Sweet was 
appointed to take action in the matter. 

Immediately upon the adjournment of 
the advisory council, this committee held a 
meeting, and later communicated with 
Henry Prew, of the Adams Express Co., in 
this city, as well as with the agents of the 
company at Boston and New York, in which 
plans were discussed whereby the manu- 
facturers could ship their goods with rea- 
sonable expectancy of their prompt deliv- 
ery. During the meeting it developed that 
shipments of jewelry from this city on 
Oct. 29 had not been, devilered, and that 


no trace could be obtained as to their 
whereabouts. Mr. Prew at once gave the 
matter his personal attention, with the re- 
sult that the goods were delivered at 61 
Broadway, New York, where they were ob- 
tainable on Friday.

AMERICAN PEARL POINTERS 


RESH water pearls are found in the rivers of the United States, especially the Mississippi and Ohio and their tribu- 
taries. They are found chiefly in the “mucket,” “washboard” and “nigger-head” mussels. A good many pearls are 
found in lakes and bayous, but are of poor quality and have a tendency to fade—an occasional good one is found 
in these waters, but not often. 

The most desirable shapes of pearls are round or ball, button or half-round, egg, capsule or ellipse, and to have a mar- 

ket value run in size from a turkey shot up—and no matter what the shape may be, they must be symmetrical, but the most 


important point is that of quality and luster. Dimples, sand grooves, lumps, dead bands, off colors or faded and lusterless 
skins detract very much from the value of the pearl. Odd shapes, no matter how fine the quality or brilliant they may be, are 
of little value. “Slugs,” “rosebuds,” “baroque,” “burr pearls,” etc., are names applied to irregular-shaped pearls not having a 
smooth, even surface, but a lumpy, knotty surface and any shape. One kind of pearl growth, being rough and lumpy, is at- 
tached to the shell and seems to grow on the shell like a wart—these have little or no value, but when left on the shell sell as 
specimens. 

Sometimes on account of an irregularity in shape or defect in the pearl it wears through the mantle in which it is 
formed and becomes attached to the shell, and frequently is covered over entirely with shell material—these may be removed 
by one who understands it, and occasionally a very fine pearl is found in this way. The same is true of slugs or baroques. 
Don’t attempt to work on a pearl or slug unless you know h w to do it, as it is very easy to spoil a fine pearl, and no amount 
of work can restore it after once ruined, even when one knows how—it is not always advisable to try improving the pearl 
as it may become worse. 

The pearl, like the diamond or any other precious stone, is a luxury, and not a necessity." Any serious defect in it 
greatly lessens its value. The great number of poor and defective fresh water pearls found and thrown on the market has 
a tendency to cheapen all fresh water pearls. 

The prices paid for pearls vary as to the value of the pearl, the experience of the buyer and the demand for different 
kinds of pearls. Don’t fall out with a buyer if he can’t pay you as much as you think you ought to get. Different buyers 
may want different kinds of pearls, and buyers’ judgments differ. Sometimes when a pearl is just found, all parties get 
excited and it is valued much higher than it should be. 

It is not necessary to wrap a pearl so much; a clean piece of paper with a little cotton is all right—poor pearls and slugs 
can be put in any kind of a box and carried without injury. Don’t send your poor, trashy stuff to a buyer in order to find 
out what kind of a buyer he is—it might be money in your pocket to throw it away and send him your good pieces at once— 
or, better yet, send him all, keeping each piece separate and numbering, so you can tell them apart.

Burglar Enters Store by Rope from Sky- 
light and Steals Much Jewelry. 


Los AncELEs, Cal., Nov. 9.—A dispatch 
from Riverside, Cal., says that several hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of rings and other ar- 
ticles of value were taken from the River- 
side Jewelry & Optical Store, on Main St., 
by a daring burglar, who let himself down 
to the valuables by means of a rope from 
the skylight. The safe was not tampered 
with, and only small pieces were taken 
from the showcases. There were carefully 
selected, the robber taking only those of 
most value. 

Before entering the jewelry store the 
burglar broke into the store of the River- 
side Hardware Co., where the cash drawer 
was rifled. A quantity of rope was also 
secured, which was afterward used in gain- 
ing entrance to the jewelry store. Two

Death of Edmund Diesinger.

Thief Who Stole Jewelry Traveler’s 
Cases in Chicago Pleads Guilty 
and Is Sent to Jail. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 14.—Frank V. Brown, 
charged with the larceny of two sample 
cases from James C. Foster, Jr., a travel- 
ing salesman for the D. L. Auld Co., Co- 
lumbus, O., pleaded guilty to the charge 
last week and received an indeterminate 

sentence at Joliet. 

The sample cases, va'ued at $10,000, were 
stolen from Foster at the Great Northern 
Hotel while the latter was buying a cigar. 
Brown was caught trying to dispose of the 
jewelry as Racine, Wis. 

All of the jewelry was recovered. 








A fire which broke out in Santa Rosa, 
Cal., damaged to some extent a jewelry 
store of that place. The principal damage 
was from smoke and water. 
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Christopher Staiger Wins Suit Against 
His Former Partners, C. R. Jung 
and R. H. Klitz. 


The suit brought by Christopher Staiger, 
manufacturing jeweler of New York, 
against his former partners, Charles R. 
Jung and Robert H. Klitz, in the old firm 
of Jung, Staiger & Klitz, was decided Fri- 
day by Judge Crane in the New York Su- 
preme Court, Special Term, at Brooklyn, 
in favor of the complainant, to whom he 
awarded a judgment in the sum of 
$4,354.23 The action was in general effect, 
one to set aside the dissolution of agree- 
ment between the partners, which had been 
entered into Jan. 31, 1906, on the ground 
that it was based on an improper represen- 
tation of the firm’s affairs, and for an ac- 
counting upon an exact basis. 

The litigation between Mr. Staiger and 
his former partners, Messrs. Jung and 
Klitz, began a short time after the dissolu- 
tion of partnership. The first action 
brought by Mr. Staiger was dismissed when 
it came up before Justice Maddox. The frm 
instituted another suit upon similar aver- 
ments, which was commenced in August, 
1909, and this action is the one which Judge 
Crane decided Friday. It was a proceeding 
in equity brought to surcharge the account 
taken between the partners, and the judg- 
ment awarded Mr. Staiger is predicated 
upon an alleged discrepancy in the profits 
of the co-partnership for the last year of 
its duration, which was not explained to 
the satisfaction of the court, though the 
defendants in the case claim that they made 
the matter thoroughly clear. The other 
charges in the complaint were not sustained 
by the evidence and were not considered 
by the court. The defendants established 
a counterclaim for over-payments on the 
good will amounting to $1,044.93, which 
was allowed by Judge Crane’and was con 
sidered in making the total of the judg- 
ment. 

The opinion of Judge Crane is a long 
one, covering about eight legal cap pages, 
and goes into the subject matter in detail, 
giving the history of the complainant from 
the time he came from Germany in the 
early ’60’s and founded the business later 
known as Jung, Staiger & Klitz, Mr. 
Staiger being the factory man of the con- 
cern, Mr. Jung the office man and Mr. Klitz 
the salesman. While Mr. Staiger was sick 
in 1905 he was served with a notice to dis- 
solve partnership, and the partners entered 
into an agreement whereby Messrs. Jung 
and Klitz bought out Mr. Staiger’s interest 
for about $42,000, this being based on a 
statement which showed the assets of the 
concern to be $175,526 and the liabilities 
$122,255, and Mr. Staiger’s share of the 
surplus $32,061. 

When the agreement of dissolution was 
entered into Mr. Staiger executed a gen- 
eral release to the defendants, but subse- 
quently claimed to have obtained informa- 
tion that his partners had not valued his 
interest properly, and he brought the ac- 
tion, alleging that he was entitled to a much 
larger sum, according to the books of the 
business. 

After eliminating certain allegations of 
fraud not established at the trial, the court 
goes on to take up the subject of certain 
moneys withdrawn by the defendants and 


‘ 





which had been accounted for, but without 
Mr. Staiger’s knowing that they had been 
withdrawn for personal use. The Judge 
finds that he is entitled to his claim for 
interest on these moneys; secondly, in re- 
gard to certain stocks purchased by the de- 
fendants and carried in the books the court 
finds they were purchased without the 
knowledge and consent of the complainant, 
but were shown in the assets. It does not 
appear that he ever understood what they 
were, and therefore the defendants should 
pay him interest upon his proportionate 
part. 

The third point taken up relates to the 
merchandise on hand at the time of the dis- 
solution, which was figured at $98,184, but 
which figures the complainant claims were 
incorrect. The court goes into a careful 
analysis of the evidence submitted as to 
this item, and after making a comparison 
of the sales and the amount of stock car- 
ried, as well as the profits and expenses of 
previous years, concludes that the inven- 
tory is incorrect and should be about $20,- 
656 more. After making deductions of cer- 
tain amounts explained by the defendants, 
this leaves a discrepancy of about $11,730 in 
round figifres, of which Mr. Staiger’s share 
would be about $3,910. This, with the in- 
terest of the loan and bond account to which 
he previously referred, makes the tota! 
$5,339, from which the court deducted the 
defendants’ counterclaim of $1,044. 

The Judge finds that many entries in the 
books were wrong, and says he is forced to 
the conclusion that the plaintiff was de- 
frauded in his settlement and that ghe rep- 
resentations regarding the assets were made 
with the intention of deceiving him and 
were relied upon by him to his damage. 
The court does not consider that Mr. Stai- 
ger ratified the transaction by collecting the 
notes given him in settlement. 

Henry Schoenherr represented the plain- 
tiff in the action and August Nanz and 


James Fessenden represented the de- 
fendants. 
In speaking of the action, Mr. Nanz 


said: “The defendants feel confident that 
this judgment will be reversed upon ap- 
peal to the Appellate Division, as Mr. 


Staiger was fully advised. as'to the amount 
of the profits in dispute in the action be- 
fore le executed the final agreement of 
dissolution and ratified this agreement by 
a supplementary agreement three months 
thereafter. The appeal will be held prob- 
ably in the January term of the Appellate 
Division, and.if an adverse.decision is ren- 
dered the case will be carried to the Court 
of Appeals, because my clients feel that 
they are fighting for a principle.”

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Notorious Gem .Thief Said To Have 
Been Captured at Brussels, Belgium. 
The New York police headquarters was 

informed Sunday night of the arrest in 
3russels, Belgium, by Berlin detectives, of 

Richard Lange, alias Gallach, who is said 


‘to be one of the most skilful jewel rob- 


bers in the world. He was 2 member of 
a notorious gang, an international thief 
syndicate, which for 10 years has been 
guilty of the principal hotel and steamship 
robberies abroad, here and upon the high 
seas. Their spoils are estimated at $750,- 
000, 

Lange’s specialty was in posing as a 
wealthy traveler. He played this role in 
Paris, London, Berlin, Vienna, New York 
and other cities. 

While Lange has been the lookout for 
the gang, the real genius of the syndicate 
is Albert Hornschuh, recently arrested in 
Berlin, and whose confession is believed 
to have inspired Lange’s arrest in Belgium. 

According to an account published in the 
New York World Monday Hornschuh 
joined Barnum & Bailey’s circus in its 
European tour about 12 years ago. There 
he met Lange, a native of Leipzig, and a 
linguistic thief, Jules Leubner. Out of 
their midnight deliberations came the com- 
pact that resulted in the international thief 
syndicate. Lange, the man of best appear- 
ance, was selected as the “lookout,” or one 
to discover who had jewels and how these 
could be stolen. The game was first 
worked in Nice. Several lucrative rob- 
beries were made there, and then after a 
successful tour of Europe the three ap- 
peared on the Purisian boulevards, dressed 
in the height of fashion. 

The secretary in chief to the syndicate 
resided in Paris, on the Rue de Bourse, 
where he kept close tab on the interna- 
tional situation.

Death of Geo. B. Jacques.

He 
was a member of the Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, New Jersey Rifle Associa- 
tion, New York Chamber of Commerce 
and the Jewelers’ League. 

Mr. Jacques is survived by a widow, one 
son and three daughters. 








Louis Bogen, Staten Island Jeweler, 
Found Asphyxiated in His Home. 


Louis Bogen, a retail jeweler at Port 
Richmond, S. I., New York, committed sui- 
cide Sunday at his home by pulling a gas 
fixture out of the cei ing in a bedroom and 
then, after shutting the door, lying down 
on the bed. His wife was out calling on a 
friend at the time, and when she came home 
smelled the gas and broke into the room to 
find her husband dead. She said that when 
she had left him to go calling at 3.30 Pp. M. 
he had been in good spirits, and she could 
not understand his motives for taking his 
life.

Express Companies’ 


The express strike, which has tied up 
traffic and hindered business in this city 
for the past two weeks, and which has 
greatly inconvenienced jewelers here and 
in other jewelry centers throughout the 
country, has been ended, and practically all 
the drivers and helpers have returned to 
work. The strike as affecting the jewelry 
trade has had some effect upon the holiday 
business, but because of the many ingenious 
schemes used to overcome the non-delivery 
of packages, the result has not been very 
serious, although it came at a most inop- 
portune time, so far as the jewelry trade 
is concerned. 

Monday express wagons were handling 
packages in Maiden Lane as usual without 
any police escort, and although there is an 
unusual accumulation of express matter, 
which will have to be delivered before the 
daily shipments can be handled quickly, it 
is believed that the situation will be cleared 
up within a few days, as the drivers and 
helpers are evidently working in co-opera- 
tion with the express companies to read- 
just matters as soon as possible. 

Some question arose as to whether cer- 
tain employes should be allowed to return 
to work if they persisted in wearing a union 
button, but it was noticed that drivers and 
helpers in this city were wearing the union 
button. The situation in New York ap- 
pears to be settled, and it is not believed 
that the wearing of buttons will be a mat- 
ter of contention between the express com- 
panies and their employes. The express- 
men considered all of the grievances settled, 
or in a fair way of being adjusted, and 
were willing to return to work, 


Death of Richard A. Jost. 


Bayonne, N, J., Nov. 9.—The funeral of 
Rickard A. Jost, a well-known and highly 
respected jeweler, who died Sunday morn- 
ing, Nov. 6, was held yesterday, and the 
body was interred in the Moravian Ceme- 
tery, Staten Island. Mr. Jost appeared to 
be as well as usual on the Saturday previ- 
ous to his death, and was at his store on 
Broadway and Dodge St. Sunday morning 
he was taken with an attack of heart 
trouble at his home and died immediately. 

Mr. Jost, who was in the jewelry busi- 
ness for many years, located in that city in 
1891. He had many friends here and else- 
where in the trade. He was the official 
time inspector of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey.

ORIENTAL BAROQUE PEARLS 
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Another Conviction Under the New York Gold Law. 


4. Werksman, of the Heart Jewelrv Co., New York, Pleads Guilty to Charge of Selling Falsely 
Marked Bracelet, and is Fined $100 in Prosecution Instituted by the Jewelers Board of Trade. 








Werksman, of the Heart Jewelry Co., 
\laiden Lane, New York, who was re- 
tly held in $500 bail for trial in the 
Court of Special Sessions, on the charge of 

lating Section 431 of the Penal Law of 
New York State (the Gold Stamping Law), 
was arraigned in that court Monday morn- 
ing, and on pleading guilty to the charge 
brought against him, was fined $100 or 20 
days in jail. The section of the Penal Law 
if New York State which Mr. Werksman 
violated makes it a misdemeanor for any 
person or firm to make or sell gold jewelry 

re than one karat below the fineness 
marked upon it. The case against the de- 
fendant was worked up by the Jewelers 
Board of Trade. He paid the fine. 

When the case was called Assistant Dis- 
trict-Attorney Lloyd P. Stryker, who has 
had charge of the gold stamping cases since 
the crusade began, outlined the case and 
said that a bracelet had been purchased 
from the defendant as of 14-karat fineness, 
but when assayed in the United States 
Assay Office it proved to be only a little 
over eight karats. He showed the court a 
bill of sale and a small piece of the original 
bracelet in substantiating his claim. He 
told the court that the District-Attorney’s 
office is doing its best to obtain the con- 
viction of everyone violating the law in 
question, and suggested that a fine of $250 
or 60 days in jail be imposed upon Mr. 
Werksman. He explained that this was 
the same penalty which had been imposed 
in a previous case where a conviction had 
been obtained. He urged the* judges that 
in the event of future convictions the 
court impose the maximum sentence al- 
lowed by law, which is one year’s imprison- 
ment and $500 fine. 

The attorney representing Mr. Werks- 
man made a brief plea that the clemency 
of the court be accorded his client, saying 
that he was a poor man. He said that 
there was a certain amount of solder em- 
ployed in the manufacture of the bracelet, 
and that the assay of the solder and gold 
brought the fineness of the article down to 
less than 14 karats, and the man who bought 
it knew that it was not entirely 14-karat 
vold,, but that the gold contained in the 
bracelet was of 14 karat fineness. The court 
imposed the fine or the alternative prison 
sentence, 

The arrest of Mr. Werksman was insti- 
gated by the Good and Welfare Committee 
f the Jewelers Board of Trade, which has 
een conducting an investigation of viola- 
ons of the New York Stamping Law and 
he National Stamping Law for some time. 
|. Cutler, who appeared as the complainant 
n this case, was one of the agents em- 
loyed by the sub-committee on the stamp- 
ng law, of which R. W. Adams, of T. W. 
\dams & Co., is the chairman. 

Cutler made several purchases at various 
imes from the Heart Jewelry Co., and the 
omplaint in this case related to a bracelet 
vhich he purchased Aug. 18, on which day 
e€ was sent by Mr. Adams to the establish- 
nent of the Heart Jewelry Co. and the 





bracelet in question was shown him, bear- 
ing the mark “W. R. L.” in a heart and was 
stamped “14K.” He purchased the brace- 
let and it was taken to the United States 
Assay Office, where a special assay of it 
was made, with the result as above stated. 

There ere several other cases pending 
which allege violations of Section 431 of 
the Penal Law of the State of New York, 
which will come up for final trial within a 
short time, and there are other cases which 
will be started’ shortly. The committee 
which has charge of the prosecutions pur- 
chased jewelry in different sections of the 
city, and it is the Board’s intention to see 
that violations of the law cease and that 
violators learn that they cannot continue 
the practice of making or selling falsely 
marked jewelry with impunity. 


Thieves Again Loot Store of E. B. 
Roser, Wellington, Kans., and 
Steal Diarhonds Worth $7,000. 

WELLINGTON, Kans., Nov. 9.—While E. 
B. Roser, a local jeweler, was at supper 
last night, burglars broke into his store 
through a rear door and stole a tray con- 
taining about $7,000 worth of diamonds 
from the front display window. At the 
time that the robbery was committed the 
store was ablaze with electric lights, there 
being an arc light in the doorway. A man 
who lives in a house in the rear of the 
jewelry store said he saw two men come 
out of the alley and go to Jefferson Ave., 
and it is thought that they are the men 
who committed the burglary. One of the 
men came from the rear of Roser’s store 
and went across to the west side of Jef- 
ferson Ave., where he waited. He was fol- 
lowed a few minutes later by another man, 
and both went away. The police were 
notified and are working on the case, with 
the help of the Pinkerton Detective Agency. 

This is the second time that Mr. Roser’s 
store has been broken into since Oct. 20. 
Then the rear window was pried open and 
a tray of diamond-mounted Elk buttons 
taken from the store, exactly from the 
same spot where the tray of diamonds was 
taken last night. On the night of the for- 
mer robbery two other jewelry stores were 
entered and jewelry and money taken. It 
is the theory of the police that the same 
men who committed the other robbery did 
the work of last night as well. 

They gained admission to the store, and 
in a moment grabbed the tray of diamonds 
from the window and got away. So care- 
fully was the robbery planned and carried 
out, and so completely did the robbers 
cover their avenue of escape, that there is 
but little for the police to work on. 

When the robbery was discovered, nearby 
towns were notified to be on the lookout, 
and when news of the robbery was re- 
ceived at Wichita, two detectives came to 
this city by automobile in 40 minutes and 
made a careful inspection of the case. 

A reward of $1,000 for the return of the 
diamonds and capture _of the thieves has 
been offered by Mr. Roser, and word of 
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this reward has been sent broadcast to in- 
cite the police of various cities to the keen- 
est action. The tray which contained the 
diamonds has not been found.

In order to comply with the suggestions 
of many of the retail jewelers’ 
tions Jos. Fahys & Co., watch case manu- 
facturers, are placing in all their perma- 
nent gold-filled cases a certificate stating 
the thickness cf the backs of the cases and 
the percentage of solid gold used. 
These certificates appear in addition to the 
regular guarantee which is stamped in the 
cases. This is an innovation in the watch 
case trade, as it is practically the first at- 
tempt that has been made to meet the re- 
quest of the retail jewelers that they be in- 
formed as to quantity and thickness of the 
gcld in the watch well as the 
wearing quality and durability, in a way 
that will give a proper basis for compari- 
son, and at the same time cause no misap 
prehension on the part of the public. 

An invention in the jewelry industry, 
which the inventor claims will revolution- 
ize the gem-setting department of the 
cheaper class of work, has been patented 
by James W. Lawson, of this city, who is 
the inventor, and Smith Bros., this city, 
have secured the sole right in America to 
manufacture the findings under the patent. 
The patents are on a box setting with 
internal seat for gem integral with orna- 
mental setting. In brief, the ornamental 
se‘ting is complete in one piece, instead of 
needing two, as is common now. The seat 
or shoulder upon which the gem rests is 
integral with the setting. Thus all solder- 
ing is eliminated. Perhaps the greatest ad- 
vantage claimed for Mr. Lawson’s patents 
is in the labor-saving line. Under the com- 
mon method of setting gems at present the 
seat has to be soldered into each setting. 
cheap jewelry, like a pendant 
nec!z'ace, often have as many as 274 sol- 
derings. With all this soldering work 
eliminated the saving in time and labor 
would amount to considerable.

Stern Bros. & Co. are now settled in 
their new diamond cutting and polishing 
factory in the Randall building, 136-146 W. 
52d St., New York, where they occupy the 
entire 11th loft, comprising 15,000 square 
feet of floor space. The location is most 
admirably adapted for purposes of a fac- 
tory of this kind. There are 48 double 
windows on the north side, 56 on the south 
side, 23 on the west side and 27 on the 
east side, which makes the loft both light 
and airy. In the center at the east end of 
the floor is a special room encased in prism 
lights, which is occupied as a saw room. 
There are 117 diamond polishing benches, 
divided into six sections, and each one is 
driven independently by a 7%4-horsepower 
motor. The building itself is ideally built 
for the purposes of diamond working, be- 
ing constructed of steel and brick, thus 
affording a total absence of vibration, a 
very essential feature in producing high 
polish on diamonds. Ten diamond cutting 
machines face the north light, which is 
considered best for this work. The floor 
is also equipped with conveniences in the 
way of a washroom and _ steel clothes 
presses, which are at the disposal of the 
mechanics. The floor is fitted with 175 
25-candlepower Mazda electric lamps, 30 
60-watt tungstens and five 100-watt tung 
stens. A system of scouring and balancing 
the laps on which the diamonds are pol- 
ished is provided by a new process, from 
which most satisfactory results are ob 
tained. The factory is equipped with mod- 
ern machinery, which includes a complete 
machine shop, in charge of competent me- 
chanics, where all cutting, sewing and pol- 
ishing machinery is repaired. Of the 117 
wheels which are installed in the place, 94 
are now in operation under the contro] of 
competent men, and the visitor was shown 
stones running from five to 10 grainers, 
which showed perfect cutting. It was ex- 
plained that every stone produced is manu 
factured under a system of accurate meas- 
urements with delicate instruments, anc 
this system was illustrated by workmen at 
the factory. Every stone, regardless of its 
size or color, must be made in exact pro- 
portion by actual measurement, and _ the 
foremen are careful that this requirement 
is carried out. The factory is under the 
direct management and = supervision of 
L. H. Sterne, with F. J. Sterne in charge 
of the office department. There is one 
head foreman cleaver, who in turn has 
under him five sub-foremen. The new fac- 
tory of this firm is undoubtedly the largest 
and best equipped diamond cutting estab- 
lishment, all on one floor, to be found any- 
where in the world.

ditions it would change and the way it 
would affect the merchants in small towns. 
It has been the general impression of the 
public that the serious opposition to the 
parcels post came only from the big ex- 
press companies. What little sympathy 
they may have had with this opposition 
has been lessened by recent events. 

During the strike in New York and New 
Jersey, business men in every line of trade 
were serious!y embarrassed by their ina- 
bility to both reteive and ship goods, and 
a large number of people were forced in 
an emergency to use the United States 
mails to transmit packages, and in some 
cases found this very convenient. Unfor- 
tunately, many of these people learned for 
the first time of the limitation as to weight, 
and also for the first time gave serious 
thought to the proposition of the parcels 
post. It is safe to say that thousands of 
people who were neutral upon the subject 
heretofore have been’ made ardent advo- 
cates of the parcels post system, and this 
applies not only to the inhabitants of the 
territories within the zone of the strike 
but to people in all parts of the country, 
who were inconvenienced thereby and 
found a slight relief -in the use of the 
mails. 

This is the condition to-day which the 
opponents of the parcels post must face, 
and merchants must fully realize the fact 
that the parcels post advocates will be able 
to go before Congress with the strongest 
endorsement of their proposition that they 
have ever had.

HE various 
prosecutions 
under the Stamping 
Law, now in_ the 
courts, have clearly called to the attention 
of all manufacturers the fact that it is not 
only wrong but a crime to stamp articles 
of gold or silver in a fraudulent manner, 
to indicate that the quality is better than 
the metal will assay, but, unfortunately, 
the publicity given to these prosecutions 
has not impressed upon all retailers the 
fact that under the New York law, the 
National law and the State laws which 
have been passed in conformity with the 
latter, they are equally guilty with the man- 
ufacturer if they sell such spurious goods. 
They should realize once and for all that 
their responsibility is as great as that of 
the manufacturer and that the only way 
that they can protect themselves is by 
knowing the quality of the goods which

It is true that in most of the prosecu- 
tions which have been started an effort has 
been made to get directly at the manufac- 
turer of spurious goods, he being the chief 
offender, but because no serious attempt 
has been made in the past to bring many 
retailers to justice this in no way indicates 
that it will not be done in the future; in 
fact, it may safely be stated that it will 
be done. The retail jeweler who has in 
his possession articles which he believes to 
be misbranded as to quality had better re- 
turn these goods to the manufacturer ‘or 
eliminate the marks at the earliest possible 
moment unless he wishes to find himself 
facing a fine or imprisonment. 

There is no longer any excuse for a 
jobber or retailer to take any chances as 
to the quality of articles he carries, the 
laws having been called to his attention, 
together with the fact that they will be 
enforced. If the dealer takes the risk of 
violating them by handling articles of 
doubtful quality he does so with his eyes 
open, and no sympathy should be given to 
him if he is caught in the net of legal 
prosecution. The dealer knows the value 
of gold and approximately the cost of the 
manufacture, and when a concern offers 
him articles marked 10K or 14K at a price 
which on its face will not cover the value 
of the gold they should contain and the 
cost of manufacture, he knows that they 
are not up to the karat stamped upon them, 
just as clearly as if the manufacturer told 
him distinctly that they were fraudulently

a jealous competitor or a dissatisfied cus 
tomer to make trouble by lodging a con 
plaint under the law, and even though tl 
merchant may not be convicted, the me: 
fact that he is arrested and has to st 
trial does him harm in his communit 
Often his acquittal will not wholly wipe out 
the trouble and disgrace to which he ma 
be subjected. 

As far as a publication is concerned, th 
regulations in the Post Office are even 
more drastic than the lottery laws them 
selves, because it has been demonstrated b 
practical instances that the mere menti 
of a guessing contest or the awarding of 
prize depending upon chance is sufficient t 
exclude a paper from the mails. Whether 
or not there is harm in the contest itself 
or whether or not injury or loss can result 
to those who participate in the particul 
scheme in question has nothing to do wit! 
the case. The law applies to the princip! 
of distribution of property, and if an ex 
ception is made in one case where the good 
faith of the merchant is assured, or tl 
innocence of the scheme is clear, it woul 
simply establish a precedent under whic! 
advantage would be taken by unscrupulous 
swindlers, and in a short time a line coul 
not be drawn. 

With the merits of the law neither tl 
merchant nor the publisher has anything | 
do. If the law is wrong it should 
changed, and if just it should be uphel 
but in the meantime as long as these !aws 
are on the statute books they should 
obeyed both in spirit and in letter.

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Watches That Are Brought Back to the Repairer. 

















Carelessness and Over-treatment. 

! may safely be said that 95 per cent. of 
l the watches which are brought back to 
the repairer for readjustment have been 
damaged by careless or too much treat- 
ment. Damage caused in the latter way 
is the most troublesome. 

When using the term “too much treat- 
ment,” the writer has in mind certajn re- 
pairers who give too much unneeessary at- 
tention to their jobs. In a large sense they 
do everything to the watch except to rectify 
the real cause of the stoppage. 

It requires more practice and skill to lo- 
cate defects than it does to correct them. 
For this reason it would be of great bene- 
fit to the repairer to accustom his eye to 
locate the cause of stoppage before taking 
the watch apart. 

The most important feature in successful 
and rapid repairing is to adopt the right 
system. It is well to examine each piece 
of material and correct or, if necessary, 
replace the defective parts before the watch 
is assembled. But it is not advisable to 
replace detective material before ascertain- 
ing the advantages that will be obtained 
by the changes. 

Let us assume, for example, that a watch 
is taken apart for repairs. What is the 
most important problem to consider during 
the operation? The repairer who wishes 
to do justice to the customer, to the watch 
and to himself will find that the greatest 
problem to-day is to divide the time to be 
spent on the job and to use it to the best 
advantage for the watch. 

When a certain job, owing to the limited 
remuneration, permits only two _ hours’ 
work, it would be very unwise on the part 
of the repairer to spend most of his time 
polishing the wheels or plates in preference 
to truing the balance or hair spring. 

The former operation will undoubtedly 
improve the appearance of the movement, 
yet nothing will be added to the time-keep- 
ing qualities of the watch; but if the same 
amount of time be utilized to properly ad- 
just the escapement, the balance or hair 
spring, it will become a more competent 
instrument for future service. 

It is force of habit among some repairers 
to take a watch apart, place all parts in 
benzine and, after a thorough cleaning, to 





assemble the watch again. Then the errors 
become apparent, and in many cases the 
watch is taken apart several times before 
all errors are rectified, and consequently 
the watch invariably requires another clean- 
ing at the end of the operation. 
How to Examine a Watch While 
Taking Apart for Repairs. 

Before removing the crystal from the 
case the winding should be looked after. 
In some instances the winding will appear 
in first-class condition when out of the 
case, but when the movement is cased up 
the defects in the winding will be clear. 

Such errors are generally the cause of 
short stems or push pins, and are easily 
corrected by adjusting the sleeve in the 
pendent. 

Next, attention should be given to the 
dialing. The fact that the hand mechanism 
is rotated by the center pinion is un- 
doubtedly well known to all practitioners, 
yet when some watches are carefully ex- 
amined it becomes apparent that this branch 
of repairing is greatly neglected. 

We frequently find cannon pinions that 
are too loose on the center post. After a 
closer inspection it may be seen; that for- 
mer repairers had great difficulty in tight- 
ening the same, and the result was unsuc- 
cessful. 

Such second-timers or “come backs” are 
generally returned to the repairer with the 
complaint that the watch runs a few hours 
and then stops. The actual fact in such 
instances is that the watch runs right along, 
but the hand mechanism is occasionally left 
behind by the center pinion owing to the 
cannon pinion being too loose on its center 
arbor. 

A very advantageous way to tighten a 
cannon pinion is to place the cannon pinion 
in a brass block, select a hole into which 
the tube of the cannon pinion will fit freely 
but without any side shake. 

Next close the bottom hole of the pinion 
with a three-cornered punch. After the 
movement is removed from the case, the 
second hand should be lifted off the fourth- 
wheel pinion. It is then easily noticed 
whether there is sufficient freedom in the 
dial hole for the second hand. 

It will occasionally be found that the 
dial has been knocked out of center and 


this causes the second hand to bind in the 
dial hole, thus creating a poor motion. The 
dial is generally thrown out of center 
through a jolt, which invariably occurs if 
the watch is dropped. In such cases the 
dial may be knocked back into its proper 
position by hitting the corners with a piece 
of wood’or the handle of a brush. 

This procedure will bend the dial feet 
into the requisite position without any pos- 
sible injury to the enamel. It is advisable, 
however, to remove the balance during this 
operation to avoid peril to the pivots. 

Another reason why watches are brought 
back ‘to the repairer is the neglect of the 
jewels. 

How to Determine When a Jewel 
Should be Changed. 

To be successful in speedy repairing re- 
quires good judgment on the part of the 
repairer in order to decide whether certain 
parts of the watch need attention or may be 
left unchanged. 

Let us suppose. that a small crack is 
noticed in a jewel hole. The first thing a 
hasty workman will do will be to throw 
away the jewel and fit in a new one. Now, 
this method must be admitted to be a safe 
way of working, yet in many cases such 
an operation is only an unnecessary expen- 
diture and loss of time by which nothing 
is added to the time-keeping quality of the 
watch. 

It may easily be ascertained whether the 
crack in the jewel hole will be injurious to 
the pivot by the following test: 

First, clean the jewel in benzine and 
brush out the hole with a soft brush. Then 
rotate a piece of pointed peg-wood in the 
jewel hole. Remove the peg-wood and ex- 
amine the point. If the crack is a serious 
one, the point of the peg-wood will show 
signs of scratches and a narrow rough 
circle will be visible, which will be caused 
by the crack in the jewel hole. In such 
cases the jewel must be exchanged; but the 
majority of the cracked jewels will not 
show any sign of danger on the peg- 
wood and may safely be used, and good 
results are positive. 

On the other hand, if a similar defect is 
noticed on a pallet stone, much greater at- 
tention is required, as a defective pallet 
stone causes a poor draft and eventually 
results in stoppage, thus creating second 
and third timers. 

A Poor Draft and how to Rectify it. 

Stoppers that are caused by a poor draft 
are the most enigmatical and troublesome 
errors which a repairer can encounter. A 
poor @aft causes a temporary stoppage of 
a watch. That is, owing to the lack of draft

T [EK fundamental idea of the chronom- 
eter escapement, that which makes it 
rior to the lever escapement for the 
itenance of regulation, consists in the 
that the impulse of the wheel is trans- 
ed directly to the balance; that is to 
without any intermediary part.

objectionable influence No other 
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mechanism combines equal qualities, and 
we may say that in the chronometer escape- 
ment has been realized the greatest advance 
in chronometry. 

It possesses, unfortunately, certain faults 
that do not allow of its adaptation for 
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pocket watches. It does not start up of 
itself after the main spring has_ been 
wound; winding up has the effect of caus- 
ing one of the teeth to rest against the 
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stop, and a first impulse must be given to 
the balance to start it going. 

Moreover, in case of a very extended 
oscillation, the chronometer escapement 
runs away (gullops); that is to say, two 


teeth of the wheel pass during one oscilla- 
tion. Finally, the. wheel may be caused to 
leave its place of rest by a severe shock, 
and a butting results that causes the stop- 
ping of the watch. 

Be that as it may, a mechanism of such 
excellence could hardly fail to attract the 
attention of seekers and of all watchmakers 
in general. The inventions introduced with 
the idea of perfecting it and insuring its 
general employment in ordinary horology 
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are numerous. But we are compelled to 
believe that the artists who created the 
chronometer escapement hzeve achieved, 
from the start, all the perfection possible, 
so that these attempts have resulted only 
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in some modifications of the detail and i 
the certainty that this mechanism will never 
supplant the detached lever escapement in 
pocket chronometers.

[he celebrated Danish horologist, M. 
Jurgensen, who died in 1830 and who ac- 
quired a reputation for his construction 
of excellent chronometers and astronomical 
ciocks, has perfected a double wheel detent 
escapement, which is shown in Fig. 8. As we 
may describe it, this form of construction 
had for its object, while preserving the 
stopping of the wheel by means of the 
points of the teeth and by the greatest 
possible radius, to augment the length of 
the impulse pallet. This length is 
much greater in respect to the diameter of 
the impulse wheel than in the ordinary es- 
cepement. The lead is more gradual and 
shorter, and the chances of stopping at 
the finger are decreased. The locking 
wheel, acting, on the other hand, on a 
large radius, the pressure is weaker and 
the unlocking easier. 

The wheels, having only one function to 
perform, may be lighter than those of the 
ordinary escapement. The locking wheel 
especially without inconvenience may be 
made very light, and the whole is not any 
heavier than with a single thick wheel. 

This escapement, moreover, is subject to 
the same transformation as the duplex 
escapemem; that is to say, that we place 
a single wheel with the impulse teeth raised 
on edge. The employment of two wheels, 
however, facilitates putting in operation. 
\ltogether the originator of this mechan- 
ism was in a good position to obtain good 
results with it, but, all things equal, the 
one wheel escapement is still to be pre- 


ferred to it. 
* « - 


In the mechanism shown in Fig. 9 we 
observe a supplementary organ, which or- 
gan is a toothed wheel B engaging with a 
pinion placed on the staff of the balance. 
It is needless to state that this arrangement 
figures conspicuously among the absurd in- 
ventions, 

The roller A, mounted on the arbor of 
the balance staff, carries the impulse pallet 
1. On this same axis is located a pinion 
of eight leaves, meshing with thé wheel B, 
having 14 teeth. This wheel is mounted 

a supplementary arbor, which also car- 
ries the unlocking finger 6. The detent D, 
with its arm d and its spring r, is con- 
structed as usual, and its operation is 

bject to no modification.

The inventor of this mechanism has 
ibtless discovered in practice that his 

t 
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escapement generated considerable friction, 
and he has sought to reduce it by the 
introduction of a ruby tooth s in place of 
the one which ergages at the moment of 
impulse. This improvement, which is an 
additional complication, has certainly not 
greatly benefited the invention. 
oe + * 

In Fig. 10 we have an escapement of 
modern construction, but which strikingly 
resembles the first construction adopted by 
Ferdinand Berthoud and represented by 
Fig. 1. This is a pivoted detent escape- 
ment, and the designer has sought to ob- 
tain more stability in the principal organ 
of the mechanism. He has placed the piv- 
oted center between the locking and the 
unlocking arm and claims thus to obtain a 
more secure locking with less draw and 
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an unlocking that is effected without effort. 

The releasing spring is not attached to 
the detent; it is mounted on a piece E fixed 
to the arbor of the balance; its head rests 
against the pin u. 

Our illustration shows the mechanism at 
the moment of the commencement of the 
unlocking action. The balance turns in 
the direction of the arrow, and the spring r 
reaches the end d of the detent. The 
spring cannot bend toward the side of w. 
It takes with it the detent, and this, leav- 
ing its contact with the pin 1, allows tooth 
1 to pass 

The impulse is then given by the tooth 2 
acting on the pallet a. The spring r leaves 
the detent, and this, under the influence of 
its spiral spring, resumes its position of 
rest against the pin 1. When the balance 
returns in the opposite direction the spring 
r bends and slides against the extremity 
of the arm d, to pass on the other side, the 
detent remaining in place. 

The detent is of very simple construction, 
It is made of a simple strip of metal, at the 
extremity of which is attached a piece re- 
sembling a stud, in which is mounted the 
arm d. The stud turns with hard friction 
on its arbor, and the arm d can advance 
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or recede, so that the regulation of the 
functions is easy. 
* * * 


The mechanism represented in Fig. 11 
was constructed in 1860 by M. Dronept, 
professor at the horological school of 
Cluses, not with the idea of creating a new 
and its function is known to us. This 
spring is prolonged at m to the touching 
stop i, mounted on an eccentric, by means 
of which the tension is regulated. This 
part of the spring fulfils the function of 
a return spring; that is to say, it returns 
the detent to its resting place after the 
unlocking. This place of rest is the sup- 
port of the arm e against the snail s. 

There is nothing changed in the organs 
that are mounted on the staff of the bal- 
ance, and we know their functions. The 
mechanism igs represented at the moment 
when the discharge of tooth 1 is about 
to occur, to enable tooth 2 to act on the 
impulse pallet a. 

* + ~ 


Another director of a horological school, 
M. J. Grossmann, of Lode, has displayed 
at the exhibition in Geneva, in 1896, the 
detent escapement shown in Fig. 12. 

In this construction the most striking 
features are the direction given to the 
spring r as well as the reduced length of 
the detent. This arrangement has been 
adopted with the idea of obtaining greater 
reliability in the operation of the unlocking 
finger b with the spring r. It results in an 
absolutely certain action, in that the re- 
sistance to unlocking is reduced to as 
minimum. 

Another peculiarity notable in this mech- 
anism is the supplementary arm n adjusted 
to the detent end, of which the extremity 
enters into the interior of the circumfer- 
ence traced by the points of the teeth of 
the wheel, as soon as the detent has 
passed from its stopping place against «. 
The object of this construction is to rem- 
edy a defect in the chronometer escape- 
ment to which we have not as yet referred 
and which consists in this (see Fig. 12): 

When we remove the balance without 
having previously taken the precaution to 
completely relax the main spring, the tooth 
in locking escapes with the slightest jar, 
and the successive teeth strike against the 
locking pallet without stopping there. 
This results in a complete spoiling of the 
wheel and sometimes the breaking of the 
detent or of some pivot. The escapement 
may thus be put out of business by a 
simple oversight; efforts have been made, 
it is true, to remedy this, by introducing a 
stop-screw, which, when properly turned, 
prevents the rotation of the wheel, but it 
is just as easy to forget to adjust this 
screw as to let down the spring. 

The arm n works automatically. If, the 
balance being removed, the tooth 1 escapes 
from the pallet e a tooth comes in contact 
with the incline of the arm » and repels it, 
thus bringing the tooth against a firm stop 
before another tooth reaches e. The 
Grossmann escapement presents, as may 
be seen, important advantages.

There are goods one can advertise and 
recommend to customers, as they repre- 
sent values and are trade builders, but it 
is without reckoning on the future that 
many merchants spend their time and 
money advertising odd lots which, at best, 
may mean only a temporary profit, while 
the store that sells people unquestionably 
the best values is making sales that war- 
rant confidence and at the same time is 
laying the foundation for future transac- 
tions. 

In advertising, one cannot emphasize too 
frequently that a single fact is worth tons 
of argument, and a merchant who has 
made the public lose confidence in him 
because his methods have been irregular 
should remember that homely saying of 
Josh Billings, “Success don’t konsist in 
never makin’ blunders, but in never makin’ 
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the same one twict.” If you have in stock 
a good article to sell—something you make 
a specialty of at an inside price—just re- 
member that when there is any extra value 
offered the public responds quickly and you 
must be prepared to meet the demand. 

Don’t start a sale unless you have 
enough stock on hand to take care of 
reasonable demands, as it is poor policy 
to be “just out” when people call for 
what you have advertised. A certain firm 
makes a practice of working this racket 
and then trying to foist other goods on 
the customers attracted by their mislead- 
ing ads. It’s poor policy and continually 
subjects them to unfavorable criticism. 

At all times the live merchant is work- 
ing the game for all there is in it, but 
even the best merchants must make an 
extra “spurt” now and “brush up” for the 
approaching holiday trade.

The clerks want to learn to do their 
work better because they will in that way 
become worth more money to themselves. 
You want them to learn because they will 
then become more valuable to you. 

Furnish your employes with all the good 
business literature that they will read. Keep 
a shelf full of books and trade journals 
where they can get at it, and do all you 
‘an to interest them in reading such mat- 
ter 

The man with few clerks can talk to 
them himself as occasion offers, teaching 
them his methods as they work together. 
The man with many clerks may well es- 
tablish a system of some sort, having after- 
hours meetings with short talks by him- 
self and by heads of departments or by out- 
siders, with a question box or any other 
method possible for exciting interest. 

The store with enough employes ought 
to encourage the formation of some kind 
of an employes’ benefit association which 
shall be productive of both pleasure and 
profit. Each person in your employ has 
some particular fitness for a special branch 
of work, and it is profitable as far as pos- 
sible for the merchant to study the pe- 
culiarities of his men and try to fit each 
one into his own particular niche. 

One man can dress windows best. An- 
other has a knack for making show cards, 
while still another is a good stock keeper. 
So it goes. If the window dresser is kept 
at work making show cards which he does 
not like to make and cannot make well, and 
if the man handy with the brush is never 
allowed to make a card, things will be at 
odds and the force will lack a good deal 
of getting the best results. 

lt sometimes happens that the whole 
store force will be kept in a state of tur- 
moil by some one belligerent spirit. If 
there is a trouble maker in the force it is 
better to let him go, no matter what his 
al may be in certain ways. Some

disgruntled. Customers like the cheerful 
store and the attitude of the employer to- 
ward his help is pretty apt to make the 
store cheerful or the reverse, according as 
the clerks are reflecting a cheerful dispo- 
sition on the part of their superiors or 
nursing a grievance which has been fa- 
thered by a cross look or word from head- 
juarters. 

Optimism will spread through a store if 
it gets a chance, just as gloom will spread. 
Either is “catching.” The head of a store 
can, to a large degree, determine whether 
his store is to exhibit the optimistic or the 
pessimistic spirit. There is no doubt in 
anyone’s mind as to which is the more 
profitable or the more pleasant. 

Treat clerks in the way you would like 
to be treated if you yourself were a clerk; 
not in the way you might have chosen 
when you were a clerk, for at that time 
your judgment might have called for more 
leniency and easier times than would have 
been to your advantage—but in the way 
you would wish to be treated if you were 
a clerk now possessing a desire to get 
ahead in every way that would result to 
vour permanent advantage. This kind of 
treatment can have but one result, and that 
wll be the making of a more useful, valu- 
able and contented force of employes. 


CHAPTER VII. 
Leaks. 


They say that “It’s the little leaks that 
swamp the ship.” That may or may not be 
true. I don’t know anything about ships, 
but when it comes to shops I believe that 
the adage holds good in a very large per- 
centage of instances. 

The big leak, the large expense that is 
evident on the face of it, keeps one look- 
ing after it. It is so obvious that it cannot 
be ignored, even if one would like to ig- 
nore it. It works so quickly that the busi- 
ness must either correct it or yield to it 
at once. 

The little leak’ is insidious. It keeps 
drawing off the surplus, the profits, day in 
and day out without anyone knowing where 
those profits have gone. The large ex- 
penses are considered and as many or as 
much of them as possible eliminated. The 
little leaks though that are in out of sight 
corners are unnoticed, or if they are no- 
ticed they are not considered worth cor- 
recting. 

The reason that these little leaks are 
considered unimportant is largely because 
they are considered singly. The merchant 
says of each one: “Oh, that amount is too 
small to amount to anything. I could lose 
that sum every year forever and it wouldn’t 
amount to enough to make any real dif- 
ference with my financial condition.” 

The way to find out what the little leaks 
are doing to you is to hunt them up one 
by one and set them down in a long col- 
umn and add up their total. It is the total 
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that tells the story, and that will surprise 
the average merchant. 

You think you know what your running 
expenses are, but do you? Can you make 
your figures at the end of the year come 
out to a perfect balance, showing just ex- 
actly what you have made (or lost) and 
where? 

lf you can, you are the rare exception. 
Mighty few merchants who don’t have to 
make a special item to put into the annual 
statement of their affairs to cover a short- 
age or shrinkage that is not accounted for 
in any of the regular items. 

I know of a firm doing a good-sized 
business in a small city who found that 
while their figures showed an ostensible 
net profit last year of some 10 per cent. 
above all expenses including salaries of 
members of the firm, etc., they could not 
produce money to show more than 8 per 
cent. 

There were leaks that they could not 
locate. They sent for a business expert 
who came in and, at a cost to them of $200 
a week and expenses, put in a system that 
enables them this year to tell at the end 
of each month just how much money they 
have made that month on each line of 
goods in the store—and they still have 
some undiscovered leaks. 

There is no one who can discover little 
leaks in a business as well as the proprie- 
tor—if he will be honest with himself and 
recognize and admit the leaks when he finds 
them. Nothing is too small to be passed 
by. Every item that draws on the profits 
should go into the list and be added into 
the total. Every expense that need not 
have been is a leak, a drain on the net 
profit. 

What are these leaks that are liable to 
make trouble for you? Well, it stands to 
reason that you can find them better than 
anyone else but I am going to point out 





_ some of the corners into which you may 


well look for them. Begin right out in 
front of the store, with the awning. If 
your store uses an awning, it presumably 
uses it as a protection against the direct 
sunlight. The awning manufacturers know 
that not one merchant in ten knows how 
to or at least does not take proper care of 
his awnings. 

He leaves them down in the rain need- 
lessly. He does not see that they are rolled 
up tight enough to keep the water and 
the sparrows out of them. When a small 
tear starts, he lets it rip into a big one. If 
his wife took that kind of care of his 
shirts he would get a divorce right away. 
If you want to use the awning, for instance, 
as jewelers do, to keep rain off from 
goods shown out in front of the store, 
then you can do nothing but let it get wet 
and dry, or frozen, at the will of the 
weather. 

But if there is no need of getting it wet, 
keep it dry. If it happens to get wet, see 
that it is properly dried before being rolled 
up and left to mildew and rot and streak 
When it is rolled up, see that it is rolled 
clear up under the cornice, and see that 
there is enough cornice to protect it from 


the storm.

Firm Books as Evidence. 

HE entries in the books of a special 
T partnership are competent evidence 
against the special partner and in favor of 
third persons dealing with the special part- 
nership, as being in the nature of admis- 
sions of the facts therein stated—Bank vs. 
Huber, 75 Hun., 80; Koehler vs. Linden- 
meyer, 129 N. Y., 498. 

Under the circumstances where a special 
partner becomes liable for the debts of the 
special partnership as a general partner, in 
the event of his death such liability contin- 
ues against his estate after his decease. 

Only the general partners of a limited 
partnership may transact the business of 
such partnership, and they shall be liable 
to account to each other and to the special 
partners for their management of the busi- 
ness, as other partners are held liable by 
iaW. 

A special partner is liable to firm cred- 
itors to the extent of the capital actually 
paid and contributed to the common stock. 

A special partner may render himself 
lialle to the same extent as a general part- 
ner upon his interfering and intermeddling 
with the management and direction of the 
partnership adairs. But it was held in the 
case of The Continental National Bank of 
Boston vs. Strauss, 17 N. Y., Supp. 188, 
that the bringing of an action by a special 
partner and have himself appointed re- 
ceiver of the partnership assets, which ac- 
tion was brought in the interest of the firm 
creditors and for the preservation of the 
trust funds of the partnership, was not 
such an iaterference by the special partner 
as to render him liable under the pro- 
visions of the statute as a general partner. 
Limitations of the Powers of a Special 

Partner. 


A special partner may not sign for the 
partnership, nor bind the same, nor trans- 
act any business on account of the partner- 
ship, nor be employed for that purpose as 
agent, attorney or otherwise. Neverthe- 
less, a special partner may from time to 
time examine into the state and progress 
of the partnership business and advise as 
) its management. He may loan money 
to and advance and pay money for the 
partnership, may take and hold notes, 
drafts, acceptances and bonds of or be- 

ging to the partnership as security for 
the repayment of such money and interest 
nd may use and lend his name and credit 

ecurity for the partnership in any busi- 

s thereof, and has the same rights and 

nedies in these respects as other cred- 

rs might have, 

le may lease to the general partnership 

real or other property for the purposes 
the partnership at such rents and on 

h terms as may be agreed upon, and 

may negotiate the sales, purchases and 

ier business for the partnership. No 
iness so negotiated, however, is binding 
the partnership until approved by a gen- 


eral partner. There must, however, be 
no interference by any special partner with 
the partnership affairs contrary to the 
above-mentioned provisions, or he will be 
deemed and be liable as a general partner. 
Actions by and Against Partnership, 
How Brought. 

Actions and special proceedings in rela- 
tion to the business of the limited partner- 
ship may be instituted and conducted by 
and against the general partnership, re- 
gardless of the names and numbers of the 
special partners as if such special partners 
had not existed. 

The Amount Contributed by a Special 
Partner not to be Withdrawn. 

No part of the sum which any special 
partner contributes to the capital stock 
shall be withdrawn by him or paid or 
transferred to him in the shape of divi- 
dends, profits or otherwise at any time 
during the continuance of the partnership, 
but any such partner may annually receive 
lawful interest on the sum so contributed 
by him if the payment of such interest does 
not reduce the original amount of such 
capital, and if, after the payment of such 
interest, any profits remain to be divided, 
he may also receive his portion, of said 
profit. 

But if, by the payment of such interest 
or profits to any special partner, the orig- 
inal capital is in any way reduced, the part- 
ner receiving the same must restore the 
amount necessary to make good his share 
of capital with interest, and he becomes 
liable as a general partner for debts con- 
tracted by the firm until he returns such 
amount, to the extent of the amount so 
withdrawn, 

Fraudulent Transfer of Property by 

Partnership or Partner. 

Every sale, assignment or ttansfer of 
any of the ‘property or effects of such lim- 
ited partnership made by such partnership 
when insolvent, or in contemplation of 
insolvency or after, or in contemplation of 
the insolvency of any partner, or of any 
of the property or effects of a general or 
special partner made by any general or 
special partner when insolvent, or after or 
in contemplation of the insolvency of such 
partnership, or such partner, with the in- 
tent of giving preference to any creditor 
of such partnership or insolvent partner 
other than creditors of the partnership, and 
every judgment contested, lien created or 
security given by such partnership or part- 
ner under like circumstances and with the 
same intent, is void and of no effect as 
against the creditors of the partnership. 

Every special partner, therefore, who is 
guilty of violating the above provisions, 
or who concurs in or assents to any such 
violation by such partnership or by any 
individual partner, is liable as a general 
partner. 

The above provisions, it must be agreed, 
are reasonable and proper in view of the 
fact that the law limits the liability of a 
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special partner, and thus affords him privi- 
leges not shared by the general partner. 
The general object to be accomplished by 
the institution or creation of a limited part- 
nership is to protect the special partner 
and exempt him from the general liability 
and to place his capital alone at the peril 
of the business. 

Nevertheless, there is a fully constituted 
partnership which, but for the statute, 
would make the special partner liable as 
a general partner, since it is very clear 
that from participating in the profits it 
would be a just consequence that they are 
partners in every sense, subject to liabili- 
ties and enjoying privileges as pantners in 
every particular, except as otherwise here- 
inabove mentioned. 

These provisions of the statute which 
make him liable as a general partner in 
certain contingencies ‘hereinabove referred 
to merely operate to withdraw from him, 
that is, the special partner, the protection 
which a limited partnership would other- 
wise give him, and it is therefore just and 
reasonable that where the partners are 
guilty of fraudulent and unscrupulous jug- 
gling with the partnership assets that the 
shield afforded by statute be withdrawn 
from the special partner and thus render 
him liable as a general partner. 

Acts Causing a Dissolution of a Limited 
Partuership. 

As stated in a previous issue, in order 
that the existence of a limited partnership 
be recognized as such, it is an indispensable 
prerequisite that the statute enabling the 
formation of a limited partnership be com- 
plied with, and that, in the event of a fail- 
ure to comply with the statute, the special 
partners will be held to the full liability 
for partnership obligations, as general part- 
ners are. 

Any alteration, therefore, made in the 
names of the general partners or in the 
nature of the business, or in the capital 
or shares thereof contributed or owned 
or to be contributed, held or owned by any 
of the special partners, or the death of 
any partner, whether general or special, 
works a dissolution of the limited part- 
nership. 

Should any alteration take place, as in-* 
dicated above, the partnership may never- 
theless continue its operations, with the 
exception, however, that the special part- 
ners are deprived of their limited liability 
and are held answerable to third persons 
dealing with the partnership to the same 
extent as general partners in respect to all 
business transacted after such alteration or 
death of one or more of the partners, un- 
less the articles of partnership expressly 
provide that in the event of the death of 
a partner the partnership may be continued 
by the survivors, in which case it shall be 
so continued with the consent of the per- 
sonal representatives of the deceased part- 
ner, and personal representatives may suc- 
ceed to the partnershiy tights of such de- 
ceased partner and continue the business 
the same as if such partners had remained 
alive.

(Cambrian Fottery) factory from 1847 to 
1850 only, is of red body with black 
(transfer) design. No marks generally; 
sometimes the title “Dillwyn’s Etruscan 
Ware” on a scroll.

They were made of 
gold or silver, or ornamented with paint- 
ings in enamel.”—Mollett.

Question No. 2687,—Watch Oil.—J 
would like to have you print Reed’s method 
of preserving watch oil. Perhaps you have 
a copy of his interesting volume. Yee 

ANSWER :—*To have the pivot holes, so as 
to preserve the oil for the greatest length 
of time, with the greatest quantity possible, 
the following is what should be done, if a 
little more expense can be allowed: For 
those holes, where the pivot-ends do not 
go beyond the surface of the plates, fit, into 
a drill stock, a drill made so as to form 
something like a drop of fat, when dropped 
on a table, or such like surface, making the 
diameter of the artificial drop to be made 
by the drill near to four-tenths of an inch 
or so; in a thick piece of plate brass, make 
a round hole to receive the drill; the piece 
of brass must be fixed outside on the frame 
plates, so as the pivot hole shall be in the 
center of the round hole, in order to guide 
the drill, which must be allowed to cut no 
farther down in the plate than barely to 
come to the surface, which should be left 
to remain, particularly at the pivot hole. A 
kind of collet might be put on the drill to 
prevent it from sinking too deep. The 
drill has the cutting part; the inside of the 
pivot holes may be chamfered a little way 
by a tool, whose point should be a little on 
the obtuse side; pieces of hard steel must 
be screwed on outside of the plates so as to 
cover fully the sinks made by the concave 
drill, and against the pieces of steel the 
pivot-ends should occasionally bear; the 
shoulders of the pivots should be turned 
nearly away, leaving a sort of cone in their 
place, and near to the shoulder or top end 
of the cone, with the point of a very nice 
graver, make a slight notch. The shape of 
a drop of fat (goutte de suif) at the top 
of a pivot hole was a thought or con- 
trivance of that celerated artist, the late 
Julian Le Roy, anda most beautiful idea it 
was. (It is to be regretted that it was not 
adopted in a clock, otherwise very nicely 
gotten up, and for public purposes.) Be- 
tween the hard steel pieces and the top 
of the dome, formed by the concave drill, 
there should be a small degree of space; if 
they are too close the oil will spread too 
much over them, and if at a proper dis- 
tance the oil wiil be attracted to a point 
connected with the pivot-ends, gradually 
draining the reservoirs to supply the water 

at the pivot holes.” 

QueEsTIoN No. 2688.—To Brown Horn.— 
How can I color horn knife and cutlery 
handles brown? 1. 2. 

ANSWER :—Horn can be made to appear 
brown by brushing with a solution of ni- 
trate of mercury. If the horn is old it 


should first be thoroughly cleaned by wash- 
ing or sandpapering. None of the painting 
solutions should get on the steel, as it has 
a tendency to rust. 

Question No, 2689.—Fastening Silver 
Handles.—How can I fasten loose handles 
on silver manicure sets? F.. S. 

ANSWER:—Handles on manicure sets, 
scissors, buttonhooks and many other nov- 
elties are mostly fastened with shellac, 
which often works loose and needs re- 
setting. ° To do this, remove the shank 
from the handie, usually by heating enough 
to melt the shellac, then drop some gum 
shellac in the handle; heat the steel shank 
enough so that when it is inserted in place 
it will melt the shellac. Then let cool. 

Question No, 2690—Casting Metal 
Around Wood.—/] want to make wooden 
knobs and cover them with a layer of cast- 
ing metal. How can I treat the wood so 
the metal will cast solidly around it? 

C. M. 

ANSWER:—To cast metal with a wood 
filling, or wooden core, it is necessary to 
remove all the moisture from the wood, 
otherwise the castings will be full of blow 
holes and spongy places. Casket trimmings 
often contain wooden cores and fillings, 
and they produce good castings by first 
drying the wooden parts for a few days 
in a warm place. Then put them in a 
metal ladle and mix them up in the molten 
metal; stir them about until the surface 
becomes somewhat charred ‘and blackened. 
The wooden parts can now be placed in 
the mold and the metal will run close 
around without leaving any blowholes. 
The molten metal should not be overheated, 
which will cause excessive shrinkage. 

Question No, 2691—To Renew Oil 
Stones.—How can I renew an oil stone 
that is all gummed up? The engraving 
tools slide over it and are not sharpened. 

Z, 2 @: 

ANSWER :—Try turpentine to clean your 
oil stone, Oil stones become gummed when 
the pores fill up, due to the oil becoming 
rancid or gummy, and mixed with the part- 
icles of steel rubbed off in the process of 
sharpening, thus preventing the tools from 
touching the stone, by causing it to ride 
upon the surface of a substance as hard 
as itself. By thoroughly cleaning the stone 
with turpentine, rubbing off with a little 
sand paper and using neatsfoot, animal or 
fish oil, the stone should remain free from 
the hard surface.. Mineral oils are not 
good, as they readily become gummy. 

Question No: 2692.—Engraving Tool 
Polisher.—/ want to polish engraving tools 
so that the cutting done by them wil have 
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a smooth polished appearance. I have 
tried to polish the tools with fine emery, 
but this does not give the desired smooth- 
ness. BT 

ANSWER:—Engraving tools should be 
smoothed up on a fine oil stone, then pol- 
ished on a crocus polishing plate. This 
crocus plate is made by using a piece of 
glass plate about 3x6 inches, to which is 
glued a sheet of crocus paper. The crocus 
polishers can be purchased from the sup- 
ply houses, but any one with a little me- 
chanical ability can make them for himself. 
In preparing. for the gluing of the crocus 
paper to the glass plate it is best to warm 
the glass in warm water, paint it with a 
coating of glue and let it stand for five or 
10 minutes before laying on the crocus 
paper. Rub the paper so that it will lay 
close to the glass, turn the plate over on a 
flat table and put on it a weight and let 
it remain for several hours. After a day 
of drying the plate is ready for use, and is 
excellent for polishing the cutting surfaces 
of gravers, 

Question No. 2693.—Gilding Liquor.— 
Hew can I make a gilding wash that can 
be used for freshening up repaired jew- 
elry trinkets? GL. 

ANSWER:—A solution known as gilding 
liquor is very useful for imparting a rich 
color to jewelry. This is made by using 
alum, 1 oz.; common salt, 1 oz.; purified 
niter, 2 oz.; water, % pt. The repaired 
jewelry should be washed clean and then 
immersed for a short time in the gilding 
liquor, but not for too long, as this solu- 
tion dissolves a small portion of the gold. 
For common purposes the solution may 
be diluted with more water. 

A better solution which contains some 
gold consists of one part crystallized gold 
chloride, five parts of salt, five parts of 
yellow potassium ferrocyanide and five parts 
of water. Immerse the objects to be gilded 
at the boiling point, touch with a piece of 
zinc and they will be perfectly gilded in 
three minutes. They are rinsed and 
brightened up by brushing with moistened 
tartar. 

Question No. 2694—Testing Silver by 
Filing.—How does fine silver file with a 
new file? Will it be rough or smooth? 

f; 3. 

ANSWER :—To test silver with a file try 
it with a new file, and if the metal files 
smooth it is silver, but if it contains base 
metal, such as tin or composition, the file 
will leave a tearing surface. Brass or its 
alloy and German silver file harshly and 
make a grating noise. If the acid test is 
used then the file is needed to clean a 
place so that the acid can get at the newly 
exposed metal.
